Take the government debt first,

around $251,500,000,000. 


Thai debt is the money the gov- 


ernment has had to borrow over 
the years, particularly the 
war 
years, to keep going. 


It borrowed because government 


expenses were greater than its rev- 
enue—the money collecled in taxes 
from people and businesses. 


What President Truman and con- 
gress want is to see revenue great- 
er than expenses. Why? 


So that, after paying expenses, 


(some money will be left over 
lo 


pay off some of Ihe debt. 


If expenses become greater than 


revenue 
again, 
the government 


will have to borrow more money 
to keep going and get deeper into 
debt. 


Here's where the story starts:

To by-pass or not to by-pass the 
city of West Memphis with a pro- 
posed new super-highway in east- 
ern Arkansas was still the ques- 
tion lacing the state highway com- 
mission today. 


The entire picture was given a 


new shade following a surprising 
proposal by Vice Cnairman J. H. 
Cram of V/ilson who threw 
his 
support here late yesterday to pro- 
ponents of the by-pass route. 


Grain recommended a route 
to 
the commission that would start 
at the approaches to the new Mis- 
sissippi river bridge and continue 
eight and a half miles west to a 
point just above 
Lehi. 
It 
then 


would swing north 12 miles to the 
intersections of U. S. Highways 61 
and 63. 


Cram contended that such a road 


would service all the major high- 
ways of eastern Arkansas. The 20- 
mile super-road, in place 
of the 


previously proposed 
eight - mile 
route, apparently was to be pro- 
grammed over" a "thre'd-year'-peri- 
od. 


Former County Judge Cy Bond 


of Crittenden county presented the 
West Memphis side of the 
argu- 


ment to the commission with 
an- 


other new proposal. Bond suggest- 
ed a route through the northern 
part of the city and then swinging 
northweard just east of the 
rail- 
road line. He claimed such a route 
would be shorter and m'ore eco- 
nomical to build. 


The commission took no 
action 


on either plain and authorized Chief 
Highway Engineer A. E. Johnson 
to prepare a report on all suggest-1 
ed routings for the relocation of 
Highway 61, together with antici- 
pated costs. Johnson said the 
re- 


port would be ready for submis- 
sion within two weeks.

mum gross load for trucks. Com- 
missioner Grain protested but de- 
spite his objections the load limit 
was boosted from 54,000 to 72,000 
pounds. Other commissioners said 
they were voting for the increase 
iccauso of a promise made by Gox 
iid McMath to truckslers in ob- 
taining passage of the truck li- 
cense fee increase in the 1949 leg- 
islature. 


The commission awarded con- 
tracts to seven low bidders for 
nine state highway road projects 
totaling approximately $1,425,000. 
AH but one of the successful bid- 
ders are located in Arkansas. 


The total amount of the con- 


tracts was about $53,000 below high- 
way department prc-bidding esti- 
mates.

The Southern Baptist convention 
tip-toed up to a discussion of "com- 
mon problems with Northern Bap- 
tists" today — a delicate item in 
view of the Southerners' 
decision 


to meet next year in Northern-Bap- 
tist-dominated Chicago. 


The Rev. T. C. Gardner, Dallas, 
Tex., was slated to report on a 
year's study, of the Northern-South- 
ern situation- -at the 92nd conven- 
tion's concluding business session. 
A youth rally tonight 
and 
an 


evangelistic service Sunday night 
will close the five-day convention, 
host to more than 9,000 Baptists. 


The president, Dr. Robert C. Lee, 
Memphis, 
Tenn., 
hastened 
last 


night 10 clarify the Southern Bap- 
tists' decision to go to Chicago in 
1950. 


In 104 years, the convention has 


not gone farther north 
than St. 
Louis. 
"I acknowledge that this may be 


misinterpreted and labeled as; re- 
ligious imperialism," he said. "But 
the Southern Baptist convention is 
not meeting in Chicago to flirt with 
any Northern Baptist Convention 
church or Baptist body with the 
purpose to get their affiliation with 
the Southern Baptist convention." 


The decision to meet in Chicago

If the left-wing unions don't like 


the WFTU, they may be kicked out 


President Philip Murray said the

Big CIO unions already have 
demanded a fourth round of post- 
war wage raises, without naming 
a precise figure. 


Murray said, too, that the board 
'more than likely" would adopt a

The New York Giants are begin- 


ning to reap some dividends from 
the $25,000 they shelled out to Rich- 
mond for Pitcher Montia Kennedy 
in 1946. 


After years ol frustration Kenne- 
dy is making the 25 grand price 
tag look cheap with some of the 
niftiest pitching by a Giant left- 
hander since the memorable days 
of king Carl Hubbell. 


Well poised and still possessing 
the stuff that had the Giants and 
opposition buzzing three years ago, 
Kennedy has turned in four vic- 
tories, one more than he recorded 
for the Giants all last year. 
Kennedy pitched the Giants into 
undisputed possession of first place 
in the National League yesterday 
with the finest performance of his 
career, a 5-0 two-hit triumph over 
the ambitious Cincinnati Reds. 


The 27-year-old native of Amelia, 
Va., faced only 29 batters, walked 
none, fanned two and retired the 
last 14 Reds in .order. 


The Giants decided the game in 


the very first inning, scoring three 
runs after Howie Fox disposed of 
the first two hitters. Two walks 
and three singles did the damage. 


Pittsburgh helped the Giants at- 


tain the lead by nosing out the 
Boston Braves, 2-1, under the lights 
at Pittsburgh. 


Rookie Bill Werle outpitched re- 
cruit Bob Hall to post his third 
victory for the Pirates and dou- 
oled home Ed Bockman with what 
turned out to be the winning run 
in the fourth inning. 


The St. Louis Cardinals turned 


back the Brooklyn Dodgers, 6-2 
behind the steady nine-hit, pitching 
of Red Hunger to halt their three 
lame losing streak.
